G.S.N.A.  Past.  .  .Present. 

Ten  years  ago  a  seed  was  planted  by  Charles  E.  Fifield, 
past  president  of  the  Ocean  County  Coin  Club,  to  form  a 
regional  council  of  all  coin  clubs  located  in  the  center  of 
New  Jersey.  However,  before  the  organization  could  take 
shape,  Fifield,  a  career  Navy  man,  was  transferred  to  Alaska. 
Completion  of  his  work  fell  to  William  H.  Horton  Jr.  then 
president  of  Monmouth  Coin  Club  and  to  Charles  N. 
Morrison.  The  two  men  were  convinced  that  the  real  need 
was  for  a  state  association. 

A  committee  was  recruited  from  members  of  Horton's 
and  Morrison's  clubs.  They  met  every  week  from  mid 
November  1974  until  February  1975,  working  on  plans  for  a 
testimonial  dinner  honoring  Val  Pasvolsky,  whom  the  New 
Jersey  Numismatic  Journal  called  the  states  number  one 
Numismatist.  In  conjunction  with  the  dinner,  an  organiza¬ 
tional  meeting  for  the  launching  of  GSNA  was  planned. 
Both  occurred  Feb.  8,  1975  in  Hazlet. 

Simultaneously,  Ed  Reiter,  our  first  editor,  worked  to 
create  an  official  association  publication.  The  first  issue  of 
the  NJNJ  was  released  just  prior  to  the  Feb.  8  dinner. 
Temporary  officiers  were  designated  at  the  dinner  and 
GSNA  was  born.  Under  the  direction  of  the  president, 
William  H.  Horton  Jr.,  and  the  board  of  governors,  GSNA 
was  off  and  running.  Many  hours  of  hard  work  and  dedica¬ 
tion  went  into  the  building  of  GSNA.  In  the  interm  stage 
John  Harris  had  taken  on  the  responsibility  of  editor  of  the 
NJNJ.  At  the  third  annual  convention,  Harris  was  named  a 
Numismatic  Ambassador  by  Krause  Publications,  for  his 
contributions  to  the  formation  of  the  state  organization. 

On  June  30  at  the  Fourth  annual  convention,  Horton 
stepped  down  as  president,  handing  the  gavel  to  Archie  A. 
Black.  Archie  another  dedicated  Numismatist  continued  the 
programs  that  the  first  board  had  started.  Garden  State 
continued  to  grow,  with  educational  programs,  the  annual 
conventions  at  Cherry  Hill  and  another  dedicated  board.  I
